its good work, though ou a smaller 
scale than formerly. 
It has for many 


years helped to support a temperance 
eating house near the whavves, wheie 
good and wholesome food, hot coffee 
etc, can be procured at a low rate, with 
a reading room, and accommodations 
for a few lodgers. It also pays a yearly 
sum to the Cottage Hospital tor the 
benefit of any 6ick seamen oi their fam- 
ilies. But lately the officers have had 
their attention called to another form 
of charitable work for sailors, which 
has been successfully followed by the 
American Seaman's Friend society for 
some years. This consists in providing 
libraries for sailors on board merchant 
vessels. Twenty dollars will procure a 
library of about 45 volumes, in a neat 
strong case with lock and key. 
This is 


numbered, credited eo the person or so- 
iety paying for it, placed on board 
some outgoing vessel, and sent upon its 
mission of help and 
comfort. 
When 


the vessel returns to port, the library is 
renovated and started again upon its 
way in some new direction. The donor 
is kept advised of the whereabouts of 
lis gift.

—A Stout V«»sel Swept Bare By 
Great Waves— A Sailor's Experi- 
ence Iu » Storm. 


New York, Sept. 3.— Xo more thrilling 


tale of exciting experience iu ilie great 
hurricane of August 17 ban reached

Sdiepp, which reached here in low of 
tbe tug Ivauhue. When Ihe Schcpp 
came up the Bay uot a htick of her rig- 
ging was standing. 


The brig sailed from New York for 


Colop, by way ol' Fernondiua, Fla., on 
August 14. 


Until August 10 tbe trip south was 


uneventful; but on that uight the wind 
jegau to rise at an alarming rale. On 
the following morning six oil bags 
were put around the vessel, which 
broke the force of the seas to some 
extent and allowed an easier passage. 


The hurricane broke with all Its force 


at 6.30 u. in. and carried all of the 
tfchepp's galls and rigging before it. 
The topsail, lower topsail, mainsail and 
foretopiuust sails quickly were blown 
away in rapid succession, ml the deck 
was strewn with the wreckage. The 
brig then was at the mercy of the 
storm, and drifted toward Cape Hat- 
terns. 


Charles Johnson, a sailor, was wash- 


fed overboard* to the stern of the vessel 
by a heavy sea. A line was thrown to 
lilm, he managed to grasp it, and, after 
herculean efforts oil the part of the 
rest of ' hw crew, he was hauled aboard. 
He haidly bad readied the dock, when 
another Immense wave washed him

rigbtlng Filipinos. 


Wauhington, S*pt 3.-he War De- 


partment U preparing to adopt drastic 
measures to stop supplies aud muni- 
tions of war from reaching the Fili- 
pinos. 


The Department baa determined 'It 


to be necessary to cut off supplies from 
the natives, and a plau for a virtual 
blockade ha» been agreed upon be- 
tween the Navy and War Departments, 
which, it is believed, will be approved 
by the Tresident Immediately ou his 
U'turn to Washington. 


ThU plan will undoubtedly involve 


Buffering upon tbo country, but it is 
felt that war cau not be prosecuted 
with exemption from its penalties and 
that the more drastic measures which 
promise to terminate the war speedily 
will be more merciful In the end than 
the Indefinite piotraotlon of hostilities. 


It is recognized that if the struggle 


19 not to be prolonged iudeiinitely, the 
war must now be prosecuted with 
vigor and severity. Steps are being 
taken to prosecute the war with the 
utmost energy and to lay aside all sen- 
timental consideration until peace has 
been established. This marks a radical 
change of policy, and there is every 
hope in the Department that the rebel- 
lion will be crushed out with an iron 
hand very speedily. 


It is Impossible to terminate the war 


by any method which does not involve 
suffering upon the people of the Philip- 
pines. 


The regard for non-combatants has 


rendered it diflicult 1o prevent supplies 
aud munitions of war from reaching 
the enemy, it bring practically impos- 
sible to allow the entry of articles of 
commerce for the u^e of peaceable na- 
tives, without benefit 1o tlie Filipinos. 


Now these supplies are probably to 


be cut off.

A spare lower 
topsail yard fortunately was lashed to 
the deck, and This was sho\ed down 
Into the forward hatch and rigged as 
a iury foremast. With The assistance 
of several stout Timbers, lashed to- 
gether. and some spare canvas, a try- 
sail and jib were rigged ou the jury 
mast. 


Other pieces then were lashed to- 


gether. and a second mast was built 
up. Out of a small spar used for a 
mast on a sailboat a mizzenmast was 
made. 


Captain Eucstom then decided to 


turn about and make for Xew York 
again, but on account of the northeast 
wind and his jury rigging he could not 
tn<-k. and wns forced to run before the 
wind. Finally the vessel got started 
on The course for Mew York. Four 
steamers were spoken on the way. but 
the Sehepp's crew declined assistance 
at such a late stage.

A robin nestling, two-thirds grown,

will show what this means. An aver- 
age robin household contains four chil- 
dren. Let it be assumed that each lit- 
ile one weighs three ounces. This will 
make ft food supply of twelve ounces 
faily for each nestling, or forty-eight 
ounces for the four birdlings. During 
the same time the father and mother, 
unless they are starving themselves for 
1ht- benefit of the young, as sometimes 


much more than probable, will 


tat one pound of food apiece, making 
a total for the robin family of five 
pound? of provender for the day. Dur- 
ing some months almost every bit of 
food consumed by old and young birds 
is of an Insect nature, fruit forming 
but a smaller part of the diet. Early in

In Colorado. 


But this find was a pure accident. 


Excavators were digging there, not for 
petrified, or mummitied. or fossilised 
remains of extinct animals, but they 
were digging to find the source of a 
well. Luckily, the ancient horse en- 
thusiast \vas close to the spot at the 
line, anil bis attention was called to 
he discovery, with what result the 
scientific world now knows.

.ibout. and there have been a number 
of chances. 


The old Horse dropped his toes one 


by one. 


Tlie founder of the horse of horses, 


It is suggested, had twenty toes, live 
to each foot. That was before the 
tertiary stage. As the bitter period 
progressed, the horse's toes begun to 
disappear. The various bones dug up 
show this. 


Enough bones have, from time to 


time, come to light to make a com- 
plete series of horses from the present 
day to tiie time of five toes, going bacx 
thousands of centuries. The toes of 
the hind feet changed before those on 
the fore foot, the loruier having more 
work to do. 


The oldest horse bone1? show eight 


toes on the fore feel and six on the 
hind feet, while splints, like tlumibs. 
show whither the missing digits have 
gone. The 
next batch of remains, 


post-dated H thousand centuries, show 
the foot without the splints. 


Later specimens again show only 


thr'H> toes, while the fourth Is reduced 
to a thumb, or a splint. The next lot 
of remains In date order shows the 
fourth stump gone, and its place tak- 
en by what was originally the third 
toe, and so forth, until we come down 
to the foot without a toe, or splint, or 
stump. 


Foci for a stump Just above the off- 


side of n horse's hoof, ami you may 
be able to trace a hard, lumpy sub- 
stance. 


The hoof did not assume its present 


shape till the advent of the post ter- 
tiary period of the world's existence. 
This is the hor«e as we know him to- 
day, when he is rapidly transforming 
Into electricity and compressed air.

A City of Pelicans. 


Frank M. Chapman tells tbe readers 


of the September St. Nicholas where 
the pelicans of Florida build their nests 
and breed. 


In March, 1808 I visited this city of 


birds. As my boat approached I saw 
signs of life. Files of birds were re- 
turning from fishing expeditions; pla- 
toons were resting on tbe sandy points, 
some were in bathing, others were sail- 
ing about in broad circles high over- 
head; and soon one could hear the 
sound of many voices—a medley or 
strange cries iu an unknown longne. 


It being quite Impossible to count tbe 


birds, I determined to 
count 
their 


nests, of which my census showed 
there were no less than 845; but only 
251 were occupied, although all had 
been built that spring. 


The death rate is high in Pelican- 


town. Doubtless many young birds die 
through injuries received while trying 
to escape from tourists who visit tlie 
island and thoughtlessly chase the 
young birds about. 
Eggs and very 


young birds are destroyed in hundreds 
by fish crows that daily come over 
from the mainland on marauding ex- 
peditions. It Is sot probably, therefore, 
that in many families three pelicans 
live to leave the nest together; hence, 
we may reckon about oue and a half

this season, the stable of tho Hon. 
Frank Jones will go into winter quar. 
ters as the most successful stable of 
trotters ever campaigned on the light 
harness turf, even should the horses 
not be able in the balance of the sea- 
son to put any more races to their 
credit. 


The success of this stable is some- 


thing unparalleled in recent years. 
With only six horses racing, and all of 
them trotters, there is not one but has 
won a race and three of the six have 
been driven by Tom Marsh at records 
of 2.101-2. This remarkable showing has 
been on tlie one topic of conversation 
among the horsemen during the past 
week, and unstinted praise has been 
metbdout to Marsh and Dan Mahoney for 
grand condition in which the horses the 
have been brought to the wire, fit to 
race any number of heats. 


This showing as the greatest stable of 


campaigners ever on the turf, shines the 
more in contrast with the luck which 
has befallen the stable in [former years 
luck such that it seems like a transfor- 
mation scene to have the horses line up 
in &uch a series of winning races.] 


It is inside of a decade tint Fraek 


Jones became interested iu the light 
harness horse and established the Maple 
wood tarrn at Portsmouth, N. H. Maple- 
wood is a magnificent estate, and its ier 
tile asres and well equipped barns are a 
source of priclo to its sturdy owner. On 
entering the horse business, Mr. Jones 
placed the establishment under the 
charge of a man m whom ho had the ut- 
most confidence as to integrity and man- 
liness. This was Daniel Mahauey. The 
latter did not pretend to know all about 
horses ot the racing kind, but he diil 
hfuo a lot of practical knowledge of the 
evcry-day horse, and he soon became an 
apt pupil m tho knowledge of pedi 
gree. 


At the start he picked out some west- 


bred youngsters of promise, but luck 
did not attend the first start in the rac- 
ing business. Ill-iuck conies to all sta- 
bles at some stage of the game, and it 
happened to come to the Joues stable 
in its early days. But, so far from dis- 
couraging Mr. Jones,, it seemed only to 
add fresh stimulous to his desire for 
the best. In other ventures he has met 
with tho sarno kind of luck, and at a 
time when he could little afford it, so 
that his experience in the horse line was 


othing new to him. As on the other oc- 
asions, it made him the more deter- 
mined. 


Supt. Mahaney took fresh courage 
rom every defeat and when two years 
go Tom Marsh went to the farm to look 
fter the racing stable, a happy combi- 
ation was formed. Marsh had had but 
ew good horses, but his integrity 
was 


nquestioned, with what he had 
he 


ad done well, and on top of being a 
ood conditioner and reinsman ho had 
practical knowledge of shoeing. 
In 


he latter art he would make g'ad the 
eart of a Bonner, for he can go to the 
hop and shoe and balance any horse in 
us stable. 


The first year, with Marsh handling 
be ribbons, was not a brilliant one, but 
withldolita he won the 2-year«old divi- 
ion of the New England Futurity and 
ill the time some of the others at the 
'arm were being prepared with an eye 
'or this season. 


Mahaney recognized that success was 


not to be obtained in a bound and laid 
iiis plans accordingly. He kept on pur- 
chasing horses for the stable, Dot a 
greit many, but well bred ones. 
Some 


he paid long prices for and others little 
or nothing. 


Kingmond was one of the latter. 
As 


a 2-year-old he was purchased at a Kew 
York sale on hia conformation 
and 


breeding. His sire was a game race 
horse in addition to his breeding, and 
Dan Mahaney took a liking to the 
youngster and purchased him for S170. 
Once in the stable Mahanev gave him 
plenty of chance to develops, and last 
season he showed so much promise that 
he was reserved for this season's cam- 
paign. 


Gibers that took his fancy came high- 


er, Who Is It, for instance, at 85600, 
The gray gelding has started but once, 


their atabl* well U only too evident, 
For, while all of the six which they 
have campaigned this season have woo 
one or more races, none of them have 
been behind the money. Idolita,the great 
•3-year-old of the year, has won f 16,000 
in the two races he has started in, and 
now bat a record of 2.121-2. 
The 


other trotterH in the stable are King- 
mood (2.101.2), Tom Boy (2.1012), 
Who Is It (2.101-2), Hilda (2.14 1 4)aud 
Zell»r (2.20 1-2). 


As several of the horse* are entered 


in rich stakes, the sum total of the 
winnings of the stable will undoubtedly 
be well in advance of that of any stable 
ever out. whether trotter or pacer, and 
most of the stables which have large 
winnings to their credit have had one 
or two sidewheelers in the string. 


Idolita especially has a grand chance 


to help swell the sum sotal. This 3-year 
old colt has shown greatly improved 
form in his second race, and good 
judges tbink he should be able to win 
the stallion championship for his age 
barring accidents. He is entered m the 
Kentucky Futurity, of w Inch the win- 
ner got S7000, and he has already 
equalled the best time ever made in 
that stake.
